boys have confessed that they hid. 

Ernest Sch- 
wer Jr.' 13, after he was accident- 
ally shot and killed by. a gun with 
which they were playing ten days 
ago. 
After two of them had been 
trapped In contradictory stories last 
night the!four boys broke down and 
led detectives to an 
aeh dump m 
Richmond . Hllle. Queens.- where the 
body of the Schwer boy was found 
under a pile of brush with a bullet 
hole In his temple. 
During ten days while police, fire- 


men, 
:boy -scouts and army alrplenes 
searched for trace of the missing boy 
his companions stuck to the story 
that they had : last .seen him in . the 
swamp near his home hunting musk- 
rats. 
They even assisted 
in 
the 
search. 
But last night, - two of the 
bays were taken to the place where 
thB they had Carted from Schwer and 
asked which'way be had gone. One 
pointed In one direction and the other 
in the opposite. .

Then,-under threat of. arrest, they 


broke down rahd told the etory °i 
accidental:-shboting which their two 
companions later corroborated.

Chief Bell Instructs Police

Chief of Police Bell has given in- 


structions to the police department, 
to put a stop to children skating on 
the streets of Danvelle. also the play- 
ing of football and baseball on the 
streets. This is being done by Chief 
Bell in responce to ,a letter written 
to' him by City Clerk R: P. Moss.who 
was, instructed by the City Council 
recently to call the attention of the 
police officials to their .failure to en- 
force the city ordinance . Action by 
the council was precipitated by a 
petition, from residents of East Main 
street and singed by 32 .residents of 
that street asking for the 'abatement 
of this nuisance and' the 
assertion 
that appeals made to the police au- 
thorities thus far have been in vain. 
Tbe petition goes on to recite-damage 
done to "front yards, by boys and girls 
knocking the balls into them and the 
trampling down -of scrubs and flowers. 


Chief Bell who was asked concern- 


ing the matter this morning frankly 
admitted that he had no other alter- 
native than to carry out the instruc- 
tions given him. 
He explains that 
the ordinance is not .dear and ;that 
a-strict enforcement of.it. would mean 
the^ prohibition of children skating 
on the sidexvalkor in the street. The

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.— While 


there will be a general shake-up in 
the personal of the House and Senate 
committees - as a result of Tuesday's 
election, fewer than a dozen changes 
of importance in chairman will be 
necessary- 
At least three vacancies 


caused by death, however, will have 
to be filled before the expiration of 
the present Congress.^ 
Death of Senators Colt, of Rhode 


Island, and Brandegee of Connecti- 
cut!, leave the chairmanships of the 
immigration and Judiciary commit- 
tees vacant, while in the public the 
merchant marine committee is with- 
out a chairman due to the death of 
Representative Greene, of Massachus- 
etts.Senator Sterling, of South Dakota, 
is ranking Republican on the Senate 
immigration committee but he will 
not be in the Senate after March four. 
Senator Johnson, of California, then 
will be in line for chairman. Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, is the ranking Re- 
publican member of the judiciary 
committee, while on the House mer- 
chant marine committee Representa- 
tive Edmonds of Pennsylvania, "who 
was not a candidate for re-election, 
is In line for chairman during the 
December cession,''with Representa- 
tive Scott, of Michigan, next on the 
committee's Republican roster 
Senator Bursum, of New ,l«.cjnvu, 


who has been defeated t*r re-elec- 
tion on the face of incomplete returns 
is chairman of the Senate pensions 
committee, on which Reed Smoot. of 
Utah, is the 
ranking Republican, 


while Senator Moses, of New Hamp- 
shire, will be in line for chairman of 
the postofflce committee - at the ex- 
piration of Senator Seerllng's term. 
After March 4, Senator Cummings 


will be relieved o fthe duties of 
Senate presiding officer and will be 
in position to resume chairmanship 
of the interstate commerce committee 
if the Republican majority sees fit to 
displace Senator Smith. Democrat, of 
South Carolina,, who has been serving 
in that capacity.

Candy For Children. 


Miss Lydw, Roberts says in Hygela 


we should postpone as long as possi- 
ble the day when the child is given its 
first piece of candy. 
Grandparents, 


parents, older 
brothers and sisters, 


and nurses—all take notice— 
Both the facial expression and the 


behavior of a baby tasting candy for 
the first time are peculiar and inter- 
isting. Attendants like to watch the 
performance. 
Like other perform- 


ances, the act is paid for. The baby 
pays. So does the family. 
The hard candies tare composed of 
sugar and flavors. Some of them con- 
tain fillers, harmless in character, as 
a rule. The soft candles contain sug- 
ar, fiavors. milk, and, in some In- 
stances, but or other grease, fillers 
and nuts or fruits. 
Most of the ele- 
ments contained in candies are rich 
n calories. Sugar is. 
So are milk 
and butter. These calories are of a 
kind that can be readily converted 
Into energy. Babies are exceedingly 
energetic. They need energy foods. 
o 


They are prone to develop acidosis. 


One of the remedies used by some in 
the treatment of acidosis is sugar eo- 
ution 
Sugar can be digested, ab- 


sorbed, and made ready for use with 
very little change Assuming all these 
statements to be true, why not begin 
feeding with candy and why not keep 
it up? 


The reason Is that the disadvan- 
tage? more than offset the advantages, 
so far as concerned. Candy can be 
charged with sins of omission and 
sins of commission. "While It is rich 
in calories, it is poor in proteins, vita- 
mines, and minerals: Babies fed on 
candies suffer from lack of the pro- 
teins needed lor repair, lack of the 
lime and phosphorus needed by the 
bones and teeth, lack of iron needed 
by the blood; of the vitamines needed 
to protect against scurvy and those 
needed for growth. Mies Roberts 
says: "It Is better to allow the body 
to" make its own sugar.

The sins of commission are quite as 
harmful. Candy is to be classed with 
the condiments. It contains aromatic 
oils, just as pickles, mustard, horse 
radish, and salad dressing.

The child that 
eats candy thereafter finds milk, wat- 
er, bread, and cereals flat and taste- 
less. Eating candy is' one cause of 
finicky appetite. Its use is to be con- 
demned because it takes away the 
child's appetite for plain, simple 
wholesome, nourishing foods supplied 
from the table at regular meal hours 
The school child feeding movement 


lost many of its supporters because as 
the program was carried out it pre- 
vented children from having whole- 
some appetites for wholesome foods 
at wholesome hours. - 
The eating of candy by children de- 
stroys -wholesome appetite-for -whole- 
some food at wholesome hours.

States senator, ^ho has just died in 
California at the age of 102 years, 
was a useful citizen throughout a 
longer period of activity than is given 
to most men, but, in a way, he serv- 
ed most importantly at his 100th 
birthday or thereabouts. 


Mr. Cole was a Forty-niner and 


had a pan in spectacular incidents 
"in California, from the discovery of 
gold to the establishment- of order 
under law. Dunns the Civil War he 
was a member of congress. 
In IS66 


he was chosen United States senator- 
Returning home after serving his 
term, Mr. Cole engaged in legal and 
business pursuit?. He probably never 


would have been heard of east 


of the Rocky Mountains had he not 
become a centenarian and chose to 
visit the national capital about the 
time he achieved that distinction. 


But somewhere between the time 


of the gold rush and his last visit to 
•Washington Mr. Cole did the biggest 
thin? of his career. He became one 
of the organizers of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad and so one of the great 
American empire builders- When he 
went west from his birthplace in New 
York state there was a "frontier" not 
much over the Mississippi beyond 
which only the hardiest dared ven- 
ture. 
There were no railroads. 
It 


took weeks to make the journey to 
'the Pacific coast through desolate 
country.' The coming of the railroads 
changed the whole situation. 
only that. 
They changed it almost 
\ 
over night. 


Cornelius Cole was well along in 


years when he joined in organizing 
One of the transcontinental lines. He 
lived to see the fruit of his faith. It 
is well for youth and middle age of 
this period to consider what the rail- 
roads have done for the country. But 
for the long life of Mr. Cole and his 
100th birthday visit to, Washington 
•we might not have so important a 
reminder.

School Lesson for NOT. 9: The Feed- 
In gthe Fire Thousand.—John 6:1-15.

Probably no recorded miracle of 
Jesus at once stirs the Imagination 
and so tests the credulity of men as 
thle of the feeding of the five thous- 
and with five barley loaves and two 
small feshes. Other miracles suggest 
some higher law of life or healing, 
some power of spirit over matter, to 
which much that is recorded in mod- 
ern experience seems to correspond. 
But here a miraculous circumstance 
so stupendous that defies the Imagi- 
nation to conceive. 
Let us say frankly that if we could 


explain it it would no longer be 
miraculous. And let us also frankly 
recognize that we are conce'rned here 
in these lesson expositions not with 
critical questions,- but with spiritual 
interpretations.
